At Edinburgh, the 14 day of Auguſt 1689. 


a Þexeas Their Majeſties, King William and Queen Mary, being moſt deſirons fo Re- 
: ſtoze the Peace of this their Antient Kingdom, and to Unite all their Subjects in 
a Chearful Obedience to Their Government, They are Gzaciouſly Pleaſed to ex- 
fend Their Mercy, even to thoſe who Have been Miſled and Seduced to Riſe in open 
Arms and Rebeliton againſt Their Authozity;HJYS Majeſty by His Royal Letter, 
dated at Hampton Cour the Eight Juſtant, Direct to Hts Pꝛiby Council, Did Au- 
thoꝛtze and Impower them to Iſſue fozth a Pꝛoclamation of Pndemntty, to all 
_ thoſe who are now in Rebellion againſt Theic Majeſties Authozity,in the Kingdom 
of Scotland, who ſhall lay down their Arms betwirt and the days after-ſpecificd, and ſhall ſubmit them- 
ſelvesto, and acknowledge Their Majeſties Authoztty, take the Path of Allegiance, and give Se⸗ 
curity foz their future Good Behaviour: And to the effect that Their Majeſties Gꝛatious Intentions 
may be made Effectual, that the Minds of theſe Perſons may be Quieted from the Fears and Appꝛe⸗ 
henſlons that the juſt Pumiſhments may be Pnflicted upon them, which their Czimes deſerve; Theres 
foze the Lozds of his Ma jeſties P2zivy Council, by his Majeſttes ſpectal warrand, and in Their Ma⸗ 
jeſties Name and Authozity, Ds Yndemnifte, Secure and Pardon all ſach Perſons as are in open 
Arms and Rebellion within this Kingdom, oz have been acceſſozy thereto, by Converſe, Reſett, In⸗ 
tercommuning with, oz any wap aſſiſting the Nebels; 4Þ2oviding always the perſons foreſatd (hall 
lay down their Arms within eight dayes after the Pꝛoclamation of this Pndemnity, at the Mercat⸗ 
Cꝛoſſes ofthe Head-Burghs of the Sbires where they dwell, oz ſtay foꝛ the time; and that in teltimo⸗ 
ny ol their Submiſſion to, and Acknowledgment of his Majeſties Authoꝛitp, all Roblemen, Gentle- 
men, Chiftains of Clanns, Heretozs and Officers ſhall apply to Majoz-General Mackay, Comman⸗ 
der in Chief of His Majeſties Fozces,and befoꝛe him Swear and Sign the Oath of Allegiance to Their 
Majeſties, betwixt andthe third day ol Se pte nber, in this inſtant Pear of God 1689, on befoze the Lozds 
of His Majeſties Pztvy Council at Edinburgh, betwixt and the tenth day of the fozeſaid Month of Sep- 
tember, And find ſuch Security as they are able foz their future Good Behaviour; And that all other 
Beomans, and ſuch as are below the degree of Hereto2zs, oz Officers, ſhall Repatr to the Sheriffs 
of the reſpective Shires where they dwell, oz their Deputs, oz to ſuch other Perſons as may be ap- 
pointed by the Council, and befoze them acknowledge Their Majeſties Authozity, and Swear and 
Sign the Oath of Allegiance : And the Lozds of his Majeſties Pzidy Council Do Allure and Declare, 
allſuch Perſons who ſhal lay down their Arms, and fulfil the Conditions fozelaid,that they (hal be alto- 
gether zee, Safe and Secure from all manner of Puniſhment, Pains and Penalties that can be inflicted 
upon them foz open Rebellion, Acts of Hoſttlity, oz any manner of acceſſion to Rebellion againſt Their 
Majeſtices : And that ſuch as continue Obſtinat and Inconigible, after the Offer of lo great Mer. 
cy and Favour , ſhall be Puniſhed as Trattoꝛs and Rebels to the utmoſt extremity-of Law; And 
Requires and Commands all Judges audMiniſters of the Law, to interpꝛet this pꝛeſent Indemnity 
inthe moſt favourable manner; Declaring always, Likeas it is hereby expꝛeſly Declared, that this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent Indemnity chan not be Extended oꝛ Benefictal to any perſons in Pztſon, who have been under His 
now Majeſties Pay, and guilty of any of the Crimes above-mentioned. And Oꝛdains thele Pꝛeſents 
to be Pꝛinted and Publiſhed at the Mercat: Croſſe of E dinburgb, and all the other Meꝛtat⸗Croſſes of the 
Sead-Burghs of the Shires of the Kingdom, by Heraulds, Macers, Purſevants, oz Meſſengers at
